(1)  The  resignation  of  former  Foreign  Minister  Matsuoka 
has  brightened  the  prospect  that  Japan  may  give  up  Its  Axis  policy 
In  favor  of  a  more  moderate  one. 

(2)  The  difficulties  In  the  Japanese-Amerlcan  negotiations 
lie.  It  Is  observed.  In  that  whoroas  Japan  requires  prompt  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  matter  and  cannot  afford  for  the  present  to  go  beyond 

a  general  understanding,  the  lilted  States  Is  adopting  a  policy  of  . 

procrastination  and  cautiously  examining  every  word  and  phrase  to  1 

be  used  In  any  agreement  between  the  two  countries.  Such  attitude  jl 

of  the  United  States  comos  from  the  lack  of  her  xmder standing  of 
the  mind  of  the  Japanese  people  as  well  as  the  tense  Internal 
situation  In  Japan  T»dilch  does  not  admit  of  further  delay.  It  would 
bo  very  regrettable  If  this  most  favorable  chance  for  a  solution 
of  the  Far  Eastern  problems  wlvlch  wo  have  had  since  my  assuming 
the  present  post  were  thus  lost. 

(3)  Prince  Konoe  has  a  sincere  desire  of  saving  Japan  from 

the  crisis  which  she  would  face  because  of  her  participation  In 
the  Triple  Alliance  and  her  relations  with  the  Axis,  for  which  ho 
la  responsible.  But  there  Is  within  this  country  rather  strong 
feeling  against  his  change  of  policy,  so  that  It  Is  feared  that  ho 
may  lose  his  supporters  If  there  bo  no  prospect  of  success  In  the 
Japanese-Amerlcan  negotiations.  Moreover,  the  Konoe  Cabinet  will  .  1 

come  to  a  crisis  If  the  negotiations  prove  abortive  or  are  unduly  1

2,  In  order  to  meet  the  southern  or  northern  advance  of 
Japan,  oporatlcnal  and  all  other  preparations  are  belr-i  made 

and  the  utmost  cooperation  Is  being  carried  on  with  che  co’mtriae 
concerned.  It  la  the  determination  of  tho  ^^Ited  States  rather 
to  wage  war  than  to  concede  anything  from  fundamontal  political 
principles  she  holds  traditionally,  >  r  to  compromise,  and  ic 
seems  that  she  Las  no  intention  what  oever  of  repeating  what 
happened  In  Munich,  which  la  now  branded  as  a  falloro.  ‘I'hls  is 
the  more  true  .by  reason  of  encouragement  at  the  observation  that 
the  peak  of  German  power  has  now  been  passed,  that  tho  Soviet 

maintains  its  fighting  spirit,  and  that  the  danger  of  a 
separata  peace  has  decreased. 

3,  With  rospect  to  China,  ties  of  alliance  become  stron;!-- 
and  stronger.  The  United  States  gives  all  possible  assistance 

'  China,  and  will  accept  nothing  which  will  prejudice  the 
.-  >vorolgnty  of  China,  oven  In  favor  ''f  stabilization  of  tho 
laolflo.  !rt  it;,  therefore,  possible  that  the  Cl'.lna  problem  may 
become  tho  "stiimblirg-block"  of  the  sta  lllzatlon  of  the  Pacific^ 
thereby  bringing  tho  ad'  -^tment  of  Jap anose-A.ner lean  relations 
to  end  In  _'allure. 

I4..  Our  relations  ?;lth  tho  Axis  are  very  flexible;  thoy 
can  bo  very  close  or  otherv/iso  depending  on  the  policy  of  the 
Japanese  Ooverrmient.  Tho  Unit^'i  States,  however,  tbA'/jveo  that 
Japan  Is  In  a  position  in  which  she  can  r  ab  the  United  States 
in  tho  back  if  the  aituatlor  wai^rants.  x..a  press  tends  to  report 
on  the  Intimacy  of  Japan  with  the  Axis,  and  some  papers  evjn  go 
f  so  far  as  to  talk  aoout  their  unity. 

5.  In  ca.^e  Japan  dares  to  advance  Into  tne  smuth  for  the 
sake  of  her  life  an'^  self-existence,  it  i.e  very  3ikely  that  a 

■  war  against  Britain,  t  -.e  United  States  and  tho  Netherlands  will 
follow  as  a  concequenco,  and  that  tho  Soviet  Union,  too,  will 
Joln^  it.  In  such  case.  Central  Arieri  :an  countries,  among  tho 
neutrals,  are  at  tho  disposal  of  the  nltod  States,  and  tho 
South  Atierlcan  ocuntrloa  will,  though  reluctantly,  maintain 
neutrality  In  favor  of  the  United  States,  It  being  necessary 
economically  for  them  to  do  so. 

6.  Such  a  war  will  l^ecesserlly  be  a  long  war.  in  which  the 
winning  or  losing  of  local  (battles  will  not  matter  much.  It  Is 
easy  to  see  that  the  victor  will  be  the  one  who  holds  out  till 
the  last.

Reference  to  your  tylogram  No.  8I|.2. 

The  United  States  has  been  conforrlng  with  the  Netherlands 
Government  on  account  of  her  insistence  and  because  of  our  re- 
quest  that  she  do  so.  It  was  disclosed  on  the  2l|.th  by  the 
White  House  that  the  Uni  tod  States  .lad  carried  out  the  pro¬ 
tective  occupation  of  Dutch  Ou.'.-.na  after  having  reached  an  / 

agreement  with  the  Dutch  Government  in  Britain.  It  was  clearly 
stated  in  the  announcement  that  the  primary  objective  of  the 
occupation  was  to  secure  alurrimun,  which  is  vital  to  American 
defence;  that  the  American  army  Ic  employed  for  the  occupation 
because  the  Dutch  jovernraent  is  unable  to  dispatch  its  troops 
from  the  Netherlands  J  ast  Indies  in  the  circumstances  prevalllnf,  * 
in  the  South, vestern  Pacific;  and  thet  Brazil  takes  part  in  the 
occupation  by  invitation  of  the  Dutch  Oovernirent.  Moreover, 
after  the  Dutch  Foralgri  .Vruistor  conferred  with  the  American 
authorities  on  his  way  to  the  Nother lands  Hast  Indies,  the 
supply  of  Americtin  munitions  thereto  was  Increased,  and 
technicians  are  coK_.ig  and  going  between  the  two.  Those  cir¬ 
cumstances,  together  v/3th  the  past  ilstory  of  the  Netherlands 
East  Indies,  Indicate  the  possibility  of  an  American  and  Brltlsli 
occupation  of  the  Indies, .doponilng  upon  the  situation  following 
rupt\u?o  of  tho  Japanose-Amorlcan  negotiatldna,  for  tho  -purposo 
of  securing  such  vital  materials  as  rubber  and  tin,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  American  and  Brazilian  occupation  of  Dutch  Guiana. 
Such  circumstances  must  be  borne  in  mind,  and  the  reference  in 
my  telegram  Ro.  II80  is  in  the  same  vein. 
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
